"Flash-Bang" device 
used to create diver- 
sion in drug bust

The Glades Multi-Agency 
Task Force drew a crowd April 
7 at approximately 10:30 p.m. 
when they used a "Flash-Bang" 
device to create a diversion as 
they served a search warrant 


at the home of a suspected drug ` 


dealer at 1801 Palm Street, 
Belle Glade. 

The "Flash-Bang" is a diver- 
sionary device that officers say 
emits a loud noise and light 
and ręduces the injury to police 
and suspects while officers are 


trying to enter. 

"We're sorry it disturbs the 
neighbors, but it's better than 
having a police officer possibly 
injured,” said Lt. Richard 
Browning of the Sheriff's 
Office. 

As a result of.the raid, police 
arrested Marcellio Maldanado, 
55, for possession of cocaine 
and possession of cocaine with 
intent to sell. 

Maldanado was booked into 
the County Jail and bond was 
set at $3,000. 


Mechanical harvest- 
ing proves successful 


The Sugar Cane Growers 
Cooperative of Florida complet- 
ed its first all-mechanical sug- 
arcane harvest this week with 
excellent results, according to 
Cooperative President George 
H. Wedgworth. 

Despite much wetter condi- 
tions than usual which length- 
ened the season to 158 days, 
the longest harvest season in 
20 years, the mill experienced 
good production and the result- 
ing yield of raw sugar was 
10.84%, slightly less than the 
company's record of 10.95% set 
in 1988-89. 

The Cooperative harvested 
Sugarcane grown on 69,370 
acres of member's land produc- 
ing 2,650,000 tons of cane 
yielding 286,700 tons of raw 
sugar; raw value. This com- 
pares to last year's record pro- 
duction of 2,746,000 tons of 
cane yielding 300,000 tons of 
raw sugar, raw value. 

"By using a combination of 
different types of mechanical 


harvesters coupled with skilled 
operators, we have been able to 
overcome all of the difficulties 
associated with successfully 
harvesting sugarcane on soft 
muck soils,“ Mr. Wedgworth 
said. 

"Additionally, the capital 
investments made in technolog- 
ical improvements at the pro- 
cessing plant have paid off 
since they have provided us 
with the ability to obtain high- 
er sugar yields. 

Our growers are to be com- 
mended for producing an excel- 
lent crop despite wet, warm 
conditions,” he said. "We're also 
proud of the accomplishments 
of our field personnel in pro- 
tecting the growers’ fields 
under these adverse climate 
conditions and our mill people 
in successfully dealing with the 
higher level of non-sugar mat- 
ter entering the processing 
plant as a result of wet field 
conditions and 100% mechani- 
cal harvesting.” >

The South Florida Water 
Management District recently 
released the approved Surface 
Water Improvement and Man- 
agement (SWIM) Plan update 
for Lake Okeechobee. The docu- 
ment's final version was 
approved by the governing 
board of the district in January 
of this year. 

The new SWIM Plan includes 
updates of the water quality 
and public information ele- 
ments of the 1989 Interim 
SWIM Plan. In addition, five 
new/ćlements have been added 
tothe Plan. They include: Envi- 
ronmental Resources; Water 
Supply; Flood Protection; 
REcreation; and, Navigation. 
Each of the seven elements 
have been designed with goals, 
objectives and strategies, as 
well as proposed programs tą 
maintain and improve the 
water quality and the manage- 
ment issues pertairling to the 


` second largest freshwater lake 


in the United States. 

The executive summary of 
the plan notes that the lake 
serves a number of regional

functions and objectives, many 
of which may conflict with one 
another. Historically, the 
charge of the district has been 
to manage the lake in such a 
manner as to balance the water 
supply and flood protection 
needs against environmental 
requirements, One of the major 
issues discussed in the plan is 
the need to develop a more pro- 
tective and comprehensive 
management approach for 
addressing competing lake 
management goals: and objec- 
tives. 

The goals, objectives and 
strategies for each of the seven 
elements were developed and 
based on the various issues 
identified within each element. 
Direction has also been provid- 
ed by the Florida Legislature 
through the 1987 SWIM Act. 

Various state and federal 
agencies which also have con- 
trol of certain elements of lake 
management have also been 
considered in the development 
of the final plan. 

+ Goals for each element 
described the desired final 
result. 


* Objectives represent the 
direction that needs to be taken 
to achieve the goal. 

* Strategies are the specific 
means or methods which will 
be used to achieve the objective. 

The final chapter of the plan 
outlines the funding that will 
be required during the next two 
fiscal years to provide funds for 
the various projects and pro- 
grams. The total which the dis- 
trict estimates it will need for 
this phase is $2,204 million. 
Other projects and programs 
pertaining to the management 
of the lake will be funded 
through other revenue sources. 

Before final adoption of the 
plan in January 1993, a series 
of public meetings, workshops 
and hearings were held to solic- 
it comments-from the public 
and the plan was reviewed by 
state and federal agencies, local 
governments, elected officials, 
special interest groups, envi» 
ronmental organizations and 
interested citizens. - 

Comments covered many of 
the elements of the plan, but

No changes in cable ser- 


vice or prices for now 
Dear Editor: 

On April 1, 1993, the Federal . — 
Commission (FCC) announced new rules govern- 
ing cable television pricing. The FCC did not 
actually issue the specific rules that will affect 
"cable prices, but rather, it indicated in limited 
detail what the rules will cover. 

Oné aspect of the rules calls for a 120-day rate 
"freeze" for all cable services and equipment 
except for premium services (such as HBO), 
Thus, the rate increase we notified you of in 
March will not take effect until the period of the 
freeze ends. We are in the process of communi- 
cating this same message to our customers. 

We would also like to take this opportunity to 
point out that despite what has been reported in 
various news media, there is no automatic roll- 
back in basic cable prices yet in effect. The 
FCC's-announcemen$ discussed such a possibili- 
ty, but any reduction in the basic rates we 
charge is some months away because we cannot 
determine the effect of this ruling on us until the 
FCC issues what is referred to as a "benchmark 
formula”. 

As soon as we can determine the effect of this 
ruling we will proceed to comply with it. 

We will not be making any changes in our 
channel line-ups on May 1st; which affects chan- 
nel additions and/or other planned changes. 

During the next several months we will be 
communicating the details of the new rules to 
our customers, elected officials and area news 
outlets. Our hope is that we can implement the 
operational changes required by the FCC rules 
with as little disruption to our customers as 


possible.
